MILAN, April 23—(AP)—Municipal authorities reported today 
that the body of Benito Mussolini was removed during the night from 
Maggione cemetery here by “unknown” persons. 

AN INQUIRY TO ASCERTAIN the responsibility was under way. 
The discovery was made by workers who were in the cemetery to 
exhume other bodies, 

Mussolini was buried in a pauper’s grave in the cemetery soon 
after his execution by partisans near the Swiss border in April, 1945. 

The bodies of Claretta Petacci, his mistress, and five henchmen 


Mussolini was captured on the shores of Lake Como attempting 
to escape into Switzerland. After a summary trial, he and the others 
were shot. 

THE BODIES WERE BROUGHT to Milan and hung up for ex- 
hibition in the public square. Thousands flocked to see the corpse of 
the man who had led Italy into war, and one woman fired several shots 
into his body, crying that each bullet represented her vengeance for 
her sons lost in the war.

The latest work of more than 30 
Edmonton artists, represented in 
about 150 oils, water colors and 
pen drawings went on display in 
the Museum of Arts, 9938 102 av- 
enue Monday evening in the Ed- 
monton Art Club’s 25th annual ex- 
hibition. 

THE SHOW, which will remain 
here for the balance of this week, 
is academically up to the standard 
of the museum's past exhibitions 
There are familiar Edmonton land- 
Scapes, some portraiture, one or two 
character studies and a couple of 
animal drawings. 

Edmontonians, as an art-buying 
class, will be pleased with many of 
the pictures on display, since it is 
most apparent that with few ex- 
ceptions, the various studies were 
designed to please the onlooker 
rather than to express the artists’ 
inner feelings about the chosen 


subjects.

ald’s “Stormy Headland” and “Out- 
casts.” Mr. MacDonald's treatment 
of trees, water and sky is very much 
out of the ordinary and is rare 
enough in the current exhibition 
that it draws considerable study.

Local improvements totalling | 
$185,000 approximately were ap- 
proved by city council Monday

ALD. JAMES H. OGILVIE said 
there was no doubt as to the gen- 
eral policy of council when tem- 
porary appointments were made.

HE SUGGESTED that a repre- 
sentative of some veterans’ organi- 
zation have a watching brief on any 
committee established to deal with 
this matter. 

City Comptroller A. A, Campbell 
said there were about 300 temporary 
war appointments made, but many 
ol the temporary appointees were 
men who had been rejected for 
military service.

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Dusty Streets 


The Edmonton board of health has pro- 
tested to the city council about the dustiness 
and untidiness of Edmonton's downtown 
streets and the council is to consider doing 
something about it. 

To this end, the board of health has made 
four suggestions; one, that the streets 
should be cleaned either late Saturday night 
or early Sunday morning; two, that business 
places must complete the sweeping of streets 
in front of their premises no later than 8 a.m. 
so that pedestrians on their way to work 
will not be choked in dust; three, that proper | 
garbage wagons be employed so that gar- 
bage will not be dropped and strewn about; 
and four, that dogs be prohibited from run- 
ning at large so that garbage cans will not 
be upset, or that citizens be made to fix gar- 
bage cans with stakes so they cannot be up- 
set. 

Now all this is very useful and timely. 
Every recommendation made by the board of 
health is sensible and urgent. But, after all, 
these dusty streets and litters of garbage 
are only a small part of the problem, They 
are, indeed, only the symbols of the wider 
and deeper neglect that is making Edmonton 
one of the filthiest cities on the North Am- 
erican continent. ‘ 

Certainly streets should be cleaned. Cer- 
tainly business men should not sweep street 
dust into the eyes of passers-by. Certainly 
garbage should not be strewn over lanes 
and highways by dogs or garbagemen or by 
anyone else. 

But all this is small potatoes beside the 
larger and more demanding issue of general 
street paving and a general program of 
beautification for all of Edmonton. 

Edmonton could be such a beautiful city. 
And Edmonton is such a dirty and untidy 
one. That was in the minds of civic voters 
last year when they endorsed the proposals 
of Mayor Harry Ainlay for a wide program 
of civic rehabilitation and beautification. 

What Edmonton needs is miles of mod- 
ern paving, more parks and playgrounds and 
a landscaped development of the river area. 
If these things are done extensively and ef- 
ficiently, there, will be little dust to sweep 
from sidewalks and people, of their own vol- 
ition, will begin to take such pride in their 
own city that scattered garbage and litter- 
ed scraps and paper will not be tolerated by 
anyone. 

Mayor Ainlay has laid down a splendid 
basis of such development. The time has 
come to put it into effect. 


Ottawa Willing To Pay 


No financial disagreements or difficulties 
stand in the way of an arrangement b) 
which the eastern slope of the Rocky Moun- i 
tains would be preserved as a forested zone 
supplying water to the Athabasca, the Sas- 
katchewan, the Red Deer and other streams 
which drain that watershed and flow east- 
ward across the prairies, 

The Dominion is willing to pay the whole 
cost if given the necessary powers which | 
would enable it to carry out reforestation, 
forest protection, and river control. This is 
the welcome announcement made by Hon. 
James A, MacKinnon. 

These powers are held by the Govern- 
ment of Alberta, which administers all the 
natural resources lying within the province. 
Unless they are loaned to the Dominion, the 
federal treasury could not be expected to 
bear the whole cost of this undertaking, 
which will involve a large annual outlay for 
which there is no apparent source of com- 
pensating revenue. 

Should the Dominion undertake to fin- 
ance this as a provincial project there would 
naturally come appeals from other provinces 
for correspondingly large subsidies in aid of 
provincial undertakings. No government 
would be likely to invite an avalanche of 
such claims. 

Nor is it the particular duty of Alberta 
to protect the watershed, since Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba stand to benefit also by 
the protection and regulation of the stream- 
flow. This is clearly a federal responsibility, 
because the purposes are directly important 
to half the cultivable area of the Dominion. 

The money question settled, there is no 
reason to suppose the control question can- 
not be settled also, by an agreement which 
will fully protect the rights of the province 
while permitting the Dominion to carry 
through this protective undertaking. Pre- 
servation of the foot-hills forest belt is the 
key to the whole problem of putting water 
on the land in the dry belt. 


Depressions Can Be Fought 


In the days of the great depression, John 
Maynard Keynes challenged tradition, shock- 
ed it-can’t - be - helped economists, and 
brought hope to unemployed multitudes in | 
many countries by proclaiming the doctrine | 
that governments could and should break 
up stagnation by spending money in con- 
struction programs, 

Long before that he had walked out of 
the Versailles peace conference, declaring 
that the economic settlements being made | 
there were not settlements at all but set the | 
stage for another world conflict. In later | 
years he was drafted by the British treasury 
to devise measures to finance the conflict he 


. 
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had predicted, represented his country at the/ LIFE’S DARKEST MOMENT ~ -:- 


Bretton Wood conference, took a hand in 
creating the World Bank, and helped nego- 
tiate the plan for a United States loan to 
Britain. 

But most people will remember Lord 
Keynes—as he became in 1942—less for 
these spectacular incidents in his remarkable 
career than because at a time of world gloom 
he preached a gospel of hope. It was not, 
he said in effect, by act of God that the 
creation of real wealth brought poverty and 
distress to the masses of mankind. That 
was due to human cupidity and blindness. 

His prescription was that when private 
enterprise slowed down, business lagged, 
factories closed, unemployment spread and 
prices collapsed, governments should inter- 
vene with policies designed to check and re- 
verse this drift into depression. That, he ar- 
gued, was the time to launch large public 
works projects, circulate money, create em- 
ployment, stimulate business, and bring in- 
dustry to life. 

Keynes lived to see his ideas pretty gen- 
erally adopted. President Roosevelt prac- 
tised what Sir Maynard preached, when he 
launched the New Deal, whether or not he 
got the inspiration from that source. The 
Dominion, the provinces and most Canadian 
cities are doing their planning with a view to 
making the heavy construction spending at 
times when conditions tend to sag. 

Excepting the war-ravaged countries, 
where immediate large-scale operations are 
necessary, there are few where public policy 
is not now based on the principle that gov- 
ernment spending should vary inversely with 
private spending; public construction pro- 
grams being reserved until private enterprise 
slows down, and carried through at times 
when employment tends to grow scarce and 
business to stagnate. 

Lord Keynes was not the only man who 
thought and spoke and wrote along these 
lines, But his opinions carried great weight, 
and to him is due the lion’s share of the 
credit for the revolution that has taken 
place in thinking about the economics of 
depressions. It is not very many years since 
a Canadian Prime Minister said ‘inexorable 
economic laws” made a depression the nec- 
essary result of accumulations of real wealth 
in the shape of food, clothing and other 
necessaries. 

Nobody believes that now. Largely be- 
cause Lord Keynes attacked this age-old 
doctrine of despair with his exceptional tal- 
ents and the authority of an economist. We 
don’t have to have depressions. That is a 
crude but convenient way of summing up the 
message he brought to a world which at the 
time had almost abandoned hone. 


Reading about four-foot snow banks in 
Nova Scotia should cool the anxiety of any 
Edmonton gardener who has been itching to 
get the seed into the cold, cold ground. Nova 
Scotia is a long way east of Edmonton—but 
it is also 600 miles south. 


Production of creamery butter in Alberta 
during March was down 19.9 per cent from 
figure for March last year. The drop is not 
explained by an increase in cheese-making, 
for cheese production was down by 22.6 per 
cent. For all Canada _butter-production 
slumped 19.6 per cent, and cheese-production 
25.5 per cent. The outlook for a larger butter 
ration is obvious.

Franco-Spain are going to wage 
war, No, not even if German scient- 
ists in Spain are working on the 
atom—as German scientists in Rus- 
sia, and in the United States, also 
are. For with or without atomic 
|bombs, Spain could never win a 
lwar without Allies in Europe or 
America, and the power on the Eu- 
ropean continent against which, or 
without which, no Spanish govern- 
ment could wage war is the Soviet 
Union, 

There is, behind all the debate, 
no consideration for the people of 
Spain, as there never has been, on 
the part of any of the great powers, | 
consideration for the history, inter-| 
‘ests or predilections of the people | 
jof any part of the world. The Sov- 
jiets want Franco out of Spain lest 
an anti-Communist government 
might one day be used by Britain 
and America against the Soviets; | 
the British especially fear that if 
|Franco is overthrown, the heir 
jmight be the Spanish Communists, 
which would put a Russian satellite 
at Gibraltar and in North Africa 
with inevitable repercussions on 
France.

THE MENACE TO PEACE has 
thus only one source, the struggle} 
| of the great powers who alone can! 
| wage war, and whose every policy| 
is being made from a power view- 
point, except for the United States, 
whose policies appear to have no 
viewpoint, but to be determined 
by rule of thumb on the spur of 
every moment. 

The problem of Franco, like the 
problem of Germany, France, Italy, | 
or Jugoslavia, is inseparable from) 
the problem of Europe. Had the 
United States entered the war with 
a concept of the future of Europe 
from a view of European culture, 
history, political and economic 
necessities and possibilities they 
might, in triumph, have raised a 
| banner to which the wise and the 
just would repair. They could 
conceivably, also, have reached an 
understanding with the Soviet 
Union, for instance, for a European 
Socialism strengthened by federa!- 
ism and westernized by liberty. 

But the American mind, for a 
| full generation, has been repudiat- 
ing abstract thought in favor of a 
cheap pragmatism and relativity. 
Only in the physical sciences, and 
the technology which derives from 
them, has the United States been 
creating bodies of principle and 
exact thought. Thus, they can dis- 
integrate the atom but have no 
notion of principles necessary to 
| integrate societies in an atomic 
world, They have demonstrated 
utter incapacity to sense or imple- 
ment historical trends, or foresee 
the results of policies, The Ameri- 
can European approach has been 
negative — anti-Fascist, but pro- 
nothing. 


* * * 

THE RUSSIANS, on the other 
hand, approach every problem in 
terms of almost mathematical 
equations, formulated through ab- 
stract political syllogisms. One 
such syllogism is: 

A dynamic and goal-conscious 
minority can always overridg a dis- 
oriented majority, . 
¢ Disorlefitation (chaos) serves the 
dynamic minority | 


Therefore, disorientation (chaos) 
should be promoted. The Antithesis 
Ibetween the Anglo-American, or 


ion might have produced a syn- 
thesis, but only on the presumption 
that the West had a thesis and that 
all three wished to recreate Europe 
as a civilization and polity.” 

But the West had no thesis except 
a vague hope that somehow victory 
would restore the prewar status 
quo—without Germany — a hope 
which would not sustain ten min- 
utes of rigorous thought. The Soviet 
Union, moving against purely rhet- 
orical obstacles, had no thesis ex- 
cept to drive Anglo-American in- 
fluences out of Europe, and create 
an international feudalism of vassal 
States paying tribute to the Com- 
munist Rome and Mecca.

EUROPE is thus polarized be- 
tween the Soviets and the Anglo- 
American powers, with the Soviets 
winning through clarity of aim, 


tractions to the West bounce back 
from a political, intellectual, and 
moral vacuum, a state of affairs 
which 1s creating a total loss of 
European political consciousness. 

Every country is fearful of its 
peace from one side or the other 
of the great powers, Their dichot- 
omy alone menaces peace, order, 
and evolution toward democratic 
freedom and humane civilization. 

How utterly unprincipled—in the 
exact sense of the word—the great 
power struggle has become is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that while 
Poland (Russia) presses for a break 
with Franco, a Soviet trade mis- 
sion to Buenos Aires opens nego- 
tiations with Peron, incidentally, 
with a view to re-establishing dip- 
lomatic relations severed for 15 
years.

How to Become Canadian 


Major-General G. R. Pearkes, VC, Tells How, After Years 


As an Alberta “Settler”, 


He Became “Canadian” 


on the Battlefield 


From Hansard, House of Commons 


Mr. G. R. Pearkes (Nanaimo): 
Forty years ago, in the Spring of 
1906, I left England to take up resi- 
dence in Canada. Had the phrase 
been coined at that time I should 
have then been called a non-Cana- 
dian British subject. It is a phrase 
used in this measure (the citizen- 
ship bill). Perhaps it is a some- 
what cumbersome one, and the 
minister might wish to follow a 
procedure frequently followed in 
the Army, and refer to that group 
of people as NCBS. 

When I left the Old Country I 
was the product of the ordinary 
English public school. By present 
standards I do not suppose my 
education was considered high, 
was well grounded in history. I had 
a keen interest in games; perhaps 
to my love of sports can be attri- 
buted the root of a desire I have 
to compromise.

{ BELIEVE that my religious 
education was a sort of sentimental 
attachment to the school chapel, 
I arrived here in Canada, and went 
at once to the Western province of 
Alberta. There I arrived in a 
strange world.

I remember well in 
my neighborhood a group of Ice- 
landic people, and other groups of 
Welsh, American, English, Swedish,

But alas, a 
majority of the old Academicians 
were outraged by the suggestion 
that Gide, Malraux, Romains, Mari- 
tain, Claudel, Eluard or Bernanos 
should join their ranks, and as 
soon as General de Gaulle had 
gone, these Academicians took the 
opportunity of electing five new 
colleagues as obscure as they are 
themselves. 

Such an election has been a 
great setback to this famous insti- 
tution—a setback from which it 
will no doubt recover, but which 
at the moment is very serious. Thus 
we see underlined, even in the do- 
main of literature, that divorce be.

tions which is at the root of so much 
trouble in the France of 1946. 
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fashion, The French attach great 
importance to women's clothes, 
which they regard as an artistic 
inspiration rather than a luxury. 
Feverish work is going on in the 
museums, The Grande Galerie of 
the Louvre, where formerly one 
was dazed by a perfect welter of 
paintings hung cheek by jowl on, 
dirty brick-colored walls, is being 
turned into a beautiful and spacious) 
place, worthy of housing some of | 
the world’s greatest treasures. And 
all the other museums are follow- 


ing suit.

WHILE ART LOVERS await the) 
reopening of these museums, there 
are various interesting exhibitions 
to which they can go. One of these, 
at the Galerie Charpentier, is called 
“Tableaux de la Vie Silencieuse” 
—Pictures of Silent Life. It is a 
collection of what we call “still 
life’ but which the French for 150 
years have known as “nature 
morte,” or “dead nature.” Perhaps 
“silent life’ is a better name, as it 
would be a pity if the only effect 
that art had upon nature were ‘to 
kill it. é 

The choice of subjects in this 
exhibition is nothing if not ironical, | 


since they are all things impossible | 


to obtain in Paris today—flowers, 
eggs, rabbits, fish and vegetables. 
Here can be seen Oudry’s wonder- 
ful white symphony, which he paint- 
ed to show the artistic importance 
of nuance, and which represents 
a white duck, a damask napkin, a 
white china bow! of whipped cream, 
a candle in a silver candlestick, 
and a sheet of white paper. 

It may be objected that this pic- 
ture is an old hack of exhibitions, 
and the same could be said of 
Cezanne’s apples and Fautin La- 
tour’s flower-pieces, which also 
hang on these walls, side by side 
with Courbet’s pathetic fish and 
Bonnard’s gaudy fruits, But it is 
always a pleasure to see these 
masterpieces again. The real value 
of this exhibition is that it under- 
lines the steady continuity of 
French painting from classical 
times to the present day.

THE ONLY FAULT one could 
find with the selection is that Pic- 
asse is so badly represented, his 
only work on show being a picture 
of a green jug against a light back- 
ground.

ALD. SIDNEY BOWCOTT said 
| that a great deal of the garbage on 
downtown streets came from the 
practice of merchants on Jasper 
avenue placing refuse and papers 
in the lanes to be blown througir 
| the city. He said this practice had 
|been brought to the attention of 
|civic authorities but apparently no 
action had been taken to stop it, 
He added that many of these busie 
ness places did not have recepe 
tacles for garbage. 

Both Ald. Bowcott and Ald. 
James M. Douglas were of the 
opinion that failure of the scaveng-: 
ing department to make more fre- 
quent collections of garbage was 
accountable in a degree for the 
condition in the residential sec- 
tions. Ald. Douglas said he had 
knowledge of some residential sec- 
tions where three weeks elapsed 
between garbage collections. Resi- 
dents cannot provide receptacles 
large enough to hold all the accum- 
ulation of garbage over such an ex- 
tended period, he stated. 


Beef Shortage 
Not Likely Here 


Although cattle marketings have 
slumped sharply at the Edmonton 
stockyards, little prospect of a beef 
shortage in this city is seen by 
local commission merchants oF 
packers. 

The manager of one of the city's 
larger packing plants who stated 
Monday that as this was known as 
a “surplus” area and packers would 
be inclined to look after local mar- 
kets first, reiterated his stand 
Tuesday. 

REPORTS THAT only 11 cattle 
and less than 25 calves had reached 
the Edmonton yards by Tuesday 
morning indicate a seasonal slump 
much sharper than had been felt 
in other years, and agents were 
inclined to think that this was only 
partially due to the new and lower 
prices, since many farmers in the 
district have started to do their 
spring work on the land. 


However, agents felt that the new 
prices were ‘insufficient to pay 
farmers for feeding cattle on high 
priced wheat and other grains,

He went to work in Toronto in 
1914, but in 1915 he bluffed his way 
into the Canadian army at the age 
of 14. He was 19 when he retarned 
from overseas and went back to his 
job. 

But he “began thinking of Eng- 
land ,, . and England had seemed 
to be a marvellously happy country, 
a land flowing with milk and honey 
and wealth.” 

So Mr Butlin worked to England 
on a cattle boat. He landed at 
Liverpool and set up a coconut 
stall, which prospered so much that 
within a few weeks he was able to 
employ an assistant, and later suc- 
cessfully tried his hand at enter- 
tainment. 

WHEN THE IDEA of a luxury 
camp was born, Mr. Butlin thought 
it would cost him £50,000. Before 
long he realized it would cost twice 
as much and in the end spent more 
than £150,000 on the holiday camp. 


Sleeping Sickness 
Vaccine Improved 


SASKATOON, April 23—(CP)— 
A purified vaccine for encephalo- 
myelitis (sleeping sickness) in hu- 
man beings is ready for distribu- 
tion from the University of Saskat- 
chewan if any outbreak of the dis- 
ease develops. 

The animal disease laboratory 
under Dr. J. S. Fulton, professor 
of veterinary hygiene at the uni- 
versity, has developed a method 
of removing proteins, which affect 
some persons unfavorably, from 
the horse vaccine. 

HORSES ARE in danger of the 
disease during June, July and Aug- 
ust and any outbreak in the ani- 
mals is usually followed by one in 
humans, Dr. Fulton said. 

In 1941 there was a serious 
spread of the virus in southern 
Saskatchewan when some 650 per- 
sons were stricken and 10 per cent 
died. 

The laboratory has been working 
for several years on the method 
of purifying the horse vaccine to 
remove the unfavorable effect on 
humans.

death of the girl who disappeared 
from her home March 13 was due 
to drowning. 

Police, who had conducted an in-

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than a month ago, maintained that 
“foul play” was suspected despite 
the result of the autopsy. The de- 
cision to order the post-mortem 
had led to reports that the girl had 
been murdered, and these were 
strengthened by the fact that the 
girl’s head and face was bruised. 


Halifax Urges 
Anglo-U.S. Unity 


NEW YORK, April 23.—(AP)— 
The Earl of Halifax, British Am- 
bassador to the United States, last 
night urged the wartime friend- 
ship and concert of action between 
the United States and the British 
Commonwealth of Nations be con- 
tinued as “the rock upon which our 
house of peace is built.” 

In a farewell address as ambassa- 
dor, he made his appeal at a dinner 
of the Pilgrims of the United 
States. 

ASSERTING the Second Great 
War would have been averted had 
the United States and the British 
Commonwealth not failed to act in 
unity from 1918 to 1939, Lord 
Halifax said: 

“The secret of the future lies in 
whether or not, with the shadow of 
that failure behind us, we can avoid 
the same mistake again.”
